I'ortrait Curried Away by a Cyclone. 
Wichita, Kan , June 8.—At 4 o'clock 


Sunday morning, Dixson's train of forty 
cars of corn, which was to be started this 
evening for the St. Lous convention, by 
ex-Senator Ingalls, was struck by light- 
ning at the little town of Oatville, five 
miles outside of this city, where it was 
decorated and made ready to be run into 
this city tonight. Three cars with their 
cargo of corn were burned to the ground 
as was, also, tho Missouri Pacific depot. 
Oatville is a little town mndo up entirely 
of Populists, but, notwithstanding that, 
the people rushed out of their bedi to a 
man, 
formed themselves into a bucket 


brigade, and dipping the accummuUitcd 
rainwater from tho ditches from either 
side of tho track, where thero was intense 
heat, they saved tho rest of tho train, with 
$800 of decorations, and 26.000 bushels of 
corn, from being reduced to ashes. They 
are highly commended for their prompt 
and voluntary action. A small cyclone 
accompanied the lightning storm, and it 
is n singular fact, which has aroused the 
superstitious fears of tho local McKinley 
boomers,, that every one of tho eighty life- 
sized portraits of the Ohio statesman wore 
torn from the train and scattered for miles 
around tho country in shreds and pieces.

Springfield, June 8. — For three houfs 


last night the city was swept by one of 
the most violent electrical and thiitder 
storms ever known in Central Illinois. 
Many thousands of dollars of damage re- 
usulted. Many of the- first; floors of resi- 
dences wero flooded.

graph, flro and police electrical system 
was knocked out for eight hours. The 
city was in darkness must of tho night. 
Tho state house electrical system was de- 
molished. Thousands of drowned spar- 
rows covered the ground this morning. 


Tho rain fell in torrents and many col- 


lars in the business portion of the city 
were Hooded. In a short timo tho sewers 
wero overtaxed and water flooded tho 
streets. 


It was shortly after 8 o'clock when the

Niw York, June 8.—A letter to the 


Culi m Junta, received Sunday, says that 
a battle was fonght early last month on 
El 1'ruinfo plantation, between the On- 
h in, under Jose Maceo and the Spanards 
inUer General Laehambn. The planta- 
tion belongs to an American named Whit- 
ney, whose home is in Philadelphia. Of 
Ma e.i s 1,500 men, 64 were killed or 
wounded, and of the 2,000 Spaniards the 
loss was about 300. Wh itney raised the 
fl.'g of the United States.and claimed pro- 
tection m its name, but the Spaniards 
pulled it down, spat upon it, tore It into 
shreds and trampled it into the earth. 
They killed six of Whitney's help, all, in 
fact, but his coofc.and set flre to his build- 
ings. As a fit climax to the barbarity 
they threw the two Cuban prisoners 
whom they had captured into boilling 
molasses, where they were both found 
fciil nest morning.

Bloomington, 111., Juno S.—The Prot-

and tho ground cost $10,000. Four other 
buildings are to bo added, making a 
plant worth from $60,000 to $75,000 
There was a large attendance. President 
W. H. Wilder, of the Illinois Weslcyau 
University, offered the invocation. Dr. 
John L. White, inembor of the house of 
representatives, was tho first speaker. He 
controverted the idea that prevails in 
soina quarters that tho new hospital op- 
poses in any way the Roman Catholic hos- 
pital of St. Joseph, conducted by the Sis- 
ters of St. Francis. He said the new hos- 
pital rather imitated or emulated the 
great work done by tho Catholic sister- 
hood, and that the new institution would 
do good for suffering humanity upon flim- 
lar lines.

FOUR BOYS~ DROWNED. 


They Sough' Shelter from B Storm In * 


Culvert, «ud Were \V»»U«d Away. 


LEAVF.NWOKTII, Kan., June 8.—Mike 


and Dennis Desmond and Eutfene and 
Denny Cummings were drowned here 
yesterday. 
About two o'clock in, the 


afternoon a cloud-burst came upon the 
city, and no such flood ot water has 
been witnessed here for many years. 
Upon the approach of tho storm six 
small boys, the four named and two- 
others, Mike Cummings and Ueorge 
Ncwsome, rushed to a culvert lor shel- 
ter.Thy flood came before they could 
rc-uMU what was happening and four 
of them were carried off by the rush 
of water. Three of them were car- 
ried down to the river, which is not fur 
from the culvert. The body of Mike 
Desmond was recovered under the 
trestle work of the Northwestern rail- 
way which was caught by the obstruc- 
tion. The two other boys escaped, 


The alarm was promptly given and 


the creek dragged, but nothing could 
be found of the three boys. The New- 
soine boy states that he wanted to car- 
ry-the little fellows on his back, but 
they were so badly scared that ha 
could do nothing with them.

Ho urged 
the young people not to be mere dreamers 
but to be practical. 
They should get 


great ideas but they should bring them 
down to every day life.

forward also in moral development and 
should huvo tho courage of their convic- 
tions and the moral strength to hold them 
up. Each should develop in himself a true 
moral character. AH this was only a 
preparation for a higher life. The speaker 
said that he did not know whether there 
would be any of the class who would bo 
great persons but if they acquired knowl- 
edge, wero developed Intellectually and 
morally and had a true Christian charac- 
ter they would always be respected and 
honored and would never cast u shadow 
on the school from which they graduated.

THE VIBRATORY 
HABIT. 


% New Bicycle llloease Diagnosed by «. 


Famous Eugliah Authority. 


One of the ailments which doctors 


Imve remarked in bicyclists is excessive 
restlessness. In such cases the "vibra- 
.ory habit" has been unconsciously ac- 
juired. Sir Benjamin Ward Richard- 
son, in a paper on the subject, says 
'.hat all bicyclists are not similarly af- 
fected, their natural nervous conditions 
haiing much to do with the develop- 
ment of the disease. Riders who were 
:areful to pedal in moderation, and who 
did not let their minds run perpetually 
Dn bicycles, were free from any symp- 
toms of the disease. But among the 
Mithusiasts he found the vibratory hab- 
it was rapidly developing. He declared 
that in it lay a meonaee to the future 
health of thousands of riders who re- 
fuse to confine their enthusiasm within 
n reasonable limit. The disease is a 
kind of intoxication for movement that 
Is shown in an unconscious or semi- 
unconscious bearing of the body, which 
becomes especially plain when greaA 
steadiness is called for, as, for instance, 
in sitting- for a photograph. There is 
ilso manifested an overdesire for ra- 
pidity of motion, ns if it were neces- 
sary at every moment to overcome time 
nnd curtail distances by labor of nil 
extreme kind. The constant impres- 
sion given is that the sufferer, from this 
general vibratory condition of the body, 
must jump on his wheel and be off, al- 
though the weather and circumstances 
are not opportune for riding. 
The 


whole manner bespeaks haste, although 
there is not the slightest occasion for 
it. Sir Benjamin says that this intoxi- 
cation for motion grows in the mind 
by what it feeds on, a.nd keeps 
the 


heart under the impression that it is 
always requiring1 the stimulation of 
Exercise. If tlie devotee of the wheel 
thinks morning, noon and night of 
rJding, and the exhilaration of move- 
ment, his heart beats faster. The rtder 
IR not aware of the influence his mind 
is exerting on this moat important or- 
gan, 
which after awhile feels thnt its 


normal pulsations are those which take 
place when the mind is thus intoxicated 
with the thought of motion. Sir Benja-

When the cam is withdrawn, the arms 
cock in the opposite manner under in- 


fluence of light springs. The tip of the 
bit ehank rests in a square hole at the 
renter of a stout diaphragm or parti- 
tion in the cylinder.

Little Else than Conference Reports tf 


be Disposed of, but Some of 


These Present Questions 


Difficult of Solution. 


WASHINGTON, June 8.—Unless all signs 


fail, congress will adjourn this weak, 
and those in touch with the business 
of botli houses appear to agree that 
that result may be secured by Wednes- 
day. 
Still, conditions are such that a 


hitch might occur at any moment 
which would protract the session for 
another week. This however, while 
a possible contingency, is not expected. 


The business of the senate depends 


entirely upon the headway made with 
conference reports. 
Several of the ap- 


propriation bills are to be disposed of, 
as follows: 


"The Indian bill, upon which the 


house refused to act favorably on the 
conference agreed to in the senate; 
the post office bill, the report on which 
was agreed to in the house Saturday, 
and vi ill he accepted by the senate to- 
day; the naval bill, which will doubt- 
less be disposed of speedily this morn- 
ing, as the conferees have already for- 
mulated a compromise which they be- 
believe will be acceptable 
to both 


house; the sundry civil bill, upon 
which the house and senate appear to 
be deadlocked over the appropriations 
for public buildings inserted by the 
senate, and the district bill, numerous 
items of which are in dispute. It is 
confidently expected, however, that all 
of these will be out of the way within 
the next 48 hours. 


The new deficiency bill which passed 


the house Saturday will be rushed 
through the senate to-day with all 
possible speed, it being the intention 
of the committee to move to lay on the 
table any amendments that may be 
offered so that the bill will pass as it 
comes from the house. This motion 
to lay on the table is the only method 
the senate has, under the rules, to cut 
all debate and it will be appealed to 
liberally when this measure comes up. 


The immigration bill is the unfin- 


ished business, and Mr. Lodge will 
call it up to-day for consideration if an 
opening presents itself. 


Mr. Hill who is in charge of the con- 


tempt of court bill, a piece of legisla- 
tion growing out of the Debs case, is 
also anxious for consideration and 
may lock horns with Mr. Lodge for 
the right of way. Mr. Gear will seek 
to fir a day during the next session 
when the Pacific Railroad refunding 
acts shall be taken up. In this he 
may succeed, as both friends and op- 
ponents believe 
that this subject 


should be settled one way or the 
other. 
_____ 


All of these and other matters that 


may come before the senate will tend 
to make the next few days exceedingly 
busy ones, and if Mr. Allen chairman 
of the committee on appropriations, 
carries out his vigorously expressed in- 
tention of not reporting the adjourn- 
ment resolution until all the appro- 
priation bills have gone to the presi- 
dent, there may be ample time to dis- 
cuss several things upon which sena- 
tors desire to speak. 
The course of 


business is, therefore, uncertain and 
the forecast is largely conjectural.

(First Session.)

WASHINGTON, June 7.—The senate 


pave its almo&t undivided attention 
ye&terday to conference reports ^ on 
general appropriation bills. The first 
that came before it was that on tlie 
sundry civil bill, where no agreement 
had been reached in conference. 
Tlie 


chief point in controversy between the 
iwo houses was as to a number of sen- 
ate amendments for the construction 
of public building's in the capitals of 
four new states—Idaho, 
Wyoming, 


Montana, and Utah—and for the in- 
crease of the limits of expenditure in 
buildings that are being constructed 
in Kansas City, Mo., Savannah, Ga,, 
and Camden, N. J., all of which were 
resisted by the house conferees. 
The 


senate, however, by an unanimous 
vote insisted on these public building 
amendments and the bill was referred 
back for further confi'renct'. 


The next conference report that 


came up was on the indiau appropria- 
tion bill. All points of disagreement 
had been settled in prior partial re- 
ports and there had only remained two 
matters to be adjusted. 
These were 


as to the payment of lawyers' fees on 
the "old settlers'" or western Cherokee 
elaim, and as to contract schools for 
Indian children. Hoth these items 
were now adjusted, the first by an 
instruction to the secretary of the in- 
terior to withhold the fund until 
further legislation is had; and the 
second by limiting the continuance of 
the contract schools to tlie first of 
July, 1097, instead of 1808. 
The con- 


ference report was agreed to without 
any contest. 


Tlie third conference report was on 


the naval appropriation bill. It was 
a final report, but it was disagreed to 
—yeas, 22; nays, 24—and the bill goes 
back for further conference. 
The con- 


troversy was on the number of new 
battleships, the conference compro- 
mise fixing the number at three, and 
as to the limit of price for armor plate 
for these ships, the conference com- 
promise fixing the price at $435 per 
ton. The contention of the senate 
was for two battleships and $350 per 
ton, that of the house for four battle- 
ships at SS50 a ton. 


The senate, at 5:15, adjourned until 


Monday noon. 


HOUSE. 


Although yesterday was to be indi- 


vidual suspension day in order to en- 
able the house to dispose of certain 
measures which were being pressed 
upon the speaker for consideration, 
but one such bill was acted upon by 
the body in a session prolonged largely 
beyond'the usual period. That was a 
senate bill to regulate fourth class 
mail matter which was passed upon a 
motion by Mr. Loud (i-op., Cal.). 


The effect of the bill is to shut out 


of the mails the supplies and stores of 
executive departments which, under a 
liberal construction of the postal laws 
and regulations, have been held to be 
mailable matter. 


Mr. Lond stated that it cost the gov- 


ernment 12cents a pound to carry this 
stuff, whereas it could be transported 
by express companies at not to exceed 
t\fO cents a pound. 


Mr. Parsons (rep., Vt.) brought up 


the bill clothing the purchasers of the 
Atlantic & Pacific railroad under fore- 
closure sale with the same rights, 
privileges and obligations as those, 
possessed by the original corporation, 
but jt was withdrawn to avoid a hos- 
tile vote. 


The greater part of the afternoon 


was devoted to the president's veto of 
the general deficiency appropriation 
bill. It was vigorously attacked by 
Messrs. Million (rep., Pa.) and Gi-osve- 
nor (rep., O.), and defended by Messrs. 
Cannon (rep., 111.), Uockery 
(dem., 


Mo.) 
and 
Sayers, (dem. Tex.l. and 


finally sustained by a vote of 170 to M. 


Mr. Cannon presented a revised bill 


omitting tlie French spoliation and 
Bowman act war claims, all included 
iu a single amendment, and moved 
that the rules b« suspended and thebill 
passed. 


This was opposed by Messrs. Mahon 


(rep., Pa.), Richardson (dem., Tonn.), 
Evans (rep., Tenn.) and Wellington 
(rep., Md ), chiefly on the ground that 
the president had made no objections 
to the war claims and the house and 
senate had voted that they ought to 
be paid. The house, however, refused 
o go with these gentlemen and passed 
he bill—173 to «. 


The reports of the committee on ways 
nd means, majority and minority, 


upon the question of reciprocity were 
presented and 10,000 copies of each 
vere ordered to be printed. 


A bill was passed extending the 
urisdiction of 
the 
United States 


courts over crimes committed in the 
Indian territory and providing for the 
easing of Tniueral, farm and grazing 
ands. 


At 7:23 p. m. the house took a recess 


until ten o'clock Monday.

The principal ad- 
dress will be mnde by J. M. Dickinson, 
followed by E. W. Ciirmuck and A. A. 
Taylor. 


The ceremonies will last two dajs. 


The parade of the first day will be 
headed by the United States Marine 
bnnd and 3,000 federal troops, escorted 
by 2,000 .soldiers of the national £iianl 
of Tennessee. Then; will be no bands in 
line leading the- various divisions of 
military and chic organisations. 


A display of fireworks will be r.unle 


on the nig-ht of the first day, and t,ln- 
pelebrat.icn. will end in a sham battle 
on the afternoon of the second day.
